DIFFICULT QUESTIONS 
How much cu American attitudes and 
policies change within the unchanged frame- 
work of the United Statu constitution? That 
question underlies the trial of 11 members of 
the Communist party's national board In a 
New York federal court It underlies the con- 
fused status of the part; In this country. The 
Issues or the case affect not only the de- 
fendants, but all of 

Democracy and communism fought the war 
as allies and emerged as enemies. The United 
States and Russia, chief representatives 
democracy and co m mu n ism, are now the 
world's greatest powers. Russia's present 
"strength and expansionist policies "have put 
communism In a different light. Before the 
war It was little more than a nuisance, an 
affront, or a bore to most Americans. Now 
It is a potential threat to our free Institutions. 

Yet^ts outward aspects tn this country 
intrv not changed noticeably. Its party of- 
ficial* are In court on a charge of conspiring 
to teach and advocate the overthrow of the 
government by force and violence. But that 
charge could have been brought against 
American communist leaders at any time 
during the party's 30-year existence here. 

The men on trial are not charged with any 
overt act Nothing has been said about their 
being on the verge of committing any act of 
fore* or violence when they were arrested. 
They are accused of conspiring to teach and 
- 1 advocate such acts. 

T^iese men were Indicted for violation of 
the Smith act of 1M0. This law has been In- 
voked twice before. In 1H1 a group of Trot- 
skyltes, left-wing arch-enemies of the com- 
idunlsts, were convicted under It And In IMS- 
IS a number of alleged pro-nan sedltlonlsti 
were tried In Washington. 

On both those occasions the American com- 
munists were loudly entbuilaitla about the 
Smith act Now, of coarse, the mildest thing 
they can call It Is unconstitutional. That Is 
typical — and disgusting. Even more disgust- 
ing are the outraged courtroom complaints 
of thesechamntanjefa type of justice rep- 
rttents^gagagagfBgfsiMl^'^ ^~ — 
trtai 
But 

any other American citizen, will be tried 
under the full protection of the constitution. 
And It will N with that pro taction & 
that the ultimate decision Is reached. 

Does the constitution's right of free speech 
Include the right to advocate the destruction 
of the constitution— provided the talk Is not 
.translated Into action? Js the right or rree 
press similarly Inclusive? What Is the defini- 
tion of "conspiracy" to teach and advocate?" 
In abort are treasonable thoughts and speech 
unlawful acts? 

These are not easy questions to answer 
honestly. But they must have honest answers, 
even though the domestic enemlea of Iree- 
----x-ilom are und es erv in g- of the protection they 
receive. Fox this trial demands the answers 
to twosuil unsettled questions: Should com- 
munism be outlawed? And If It Is ouUawed 
will the Communist party be destroyed, or 
wIH It only be driven underground and made 
doubly dangerous?
